From  time  to  time  since,  we  have 
advised  our  readers  regarding  the  Red 
activities  of  A.V7C.,  their  following 
the  Communist  Party  line  in  such  mat¬ 
ters  as  urging  a  revolution  in  Spain, 
giving  the  Atomic  Bomb  to  Russia, 
taking  our  troops  out  of  China.

strated  in  the  last  few  years  by  pol¬ 
iticians,  from  mayors  to  Congressmen 
and  the  President.  F.D.R;  not  only 
gave  away  billions  of  dollars  of  our 
resources,  but  he  traveled  over  the 
world  and  gave  away  other  nations, 
belonging  to  helpless  people  who  be¬ 
lieved  he  was  sincere  in-  his  Atlantic. 
Charter..  And  he  gave  away  millions 
of  innocent  people,  gave  them’  into 
slavery  to  Godless  atheistic  Commun¬ 
ists  to  be  raped,,  robbed,  and  murdered. 

Which  countries  did  he  hand  over 
to  Stalin?  We  challenge  any  living 
human  to  deny  he  betrayed  Poland. 
Roosevelt  promised  Poland  !one  thou¬ 
sand  planes  yvithin  one  'week  if  she 
would  defy  Germany  with  reference  to 
Danzig.  Poland  then  fought  Germany 
but  did  not  receive  so  much  as  one 
gun  .  .  .  where  were  the  one  thou¬ 
sand  planes,  the  promise  of  help  that 
sacrificed  a  trusting  country  and  its 
helpless  people?  The  Polish  people 
fought  five  years,  thinking  they  were 
fighting  for' their  country;  only  to  learn 
that  they  fought  for  Communism,  a 
government  of  foreign  people  from 
Russia.  Communists  now  rule  this 
country  with  an  iron  hand.  More  than 
two  hundred  thousand  Polish  people 
were  placed  in  prison  in  the  last  few 
weeks'  to  prevent  them  from  carrying 
out  the  “free”  election  January  19. 
Two  hundred  thousand  Polish  soldiers 
who  fought  for  five  years  are  now  in 
Italy  and  England,  not  daring  to  return 
to  their  homeland*  to  be  shot  by  Com- 
•munists. 

Here  is  part  of  the  Atlantic  Charter 
which  was  drilled  into  us  by  the  Fireside 
Ghats.  -This  is  what  our  government 
told  the  whole  world.  This  is  what  our 
boys  were  told  they  were  fighting  for: 

“We  will  see  that  there  are  no 
territorial  changes  that  do  not  ac¬ 
cord  with  the  freely  expressed  wish-  4 
es  of  the  peoples  concerned. 

“We  will  respect  the  right  of  idl 
peoples  to  choose  the  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment  under  which  they  will  live; 
and  we  wish  to  see  sovereign  rights 
and  self  government  restored  to 
those  who  have  been  forcibly  de¬ 
prived  of  them,” 

We,  as  citizens  of  the  United  States 
of  America;  are  responsible  for  these 
promises  to  the  world  for  we  did  not 
impeach  the  rascals  at  the  head  of  our 
government  who  actually  made  them, 
‘apparently  never  intending  to  keep 
them.  We  liberated  countries  and 
people?  What  a  joke!  We  liberated 
neopie- from  a  mild  form  of  temporary 


imprisonment  and  placed  them  in  sol¬ 
itary  confinement  for  life. 

F.D.R.  agreed  with  Stalin  for  slav¬ 
ery  for  Finland,  Estonia’,  Latvia,  Lithu¬ 
ania,  Hungary,  Rumania,  Korea,  and 
agreed  that  Russia  should  carry  off 
millions  of  Germans  as  slaves.  At  the 
time  Stalin  asked  this  last  request,  .Win¬ 
ston  Churchill  jumped  up  and  protest¬ 
ed,  but  F.D.R.,  with  a  wave  of  his  hand, 
made  a  joke  of  it  and  agreed  quicker 
than  the  reader  would  agree  to  give 
away  a  house  cat! 

To  da}',  twenty  months  after  the  war, 
four  million  Germans,  in  addition  to 
•millions  of  other  European  people,  are 
scattered  over  Russia,  working  in 
droves  on  projects  preparing  for  war 
against  the  “capitalistic  world”.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  former  Russian  Commun¬ 
ists,  these  millions  work,  sleep,  and  die 
in  the  same  clothes.  When  they  come 
in  wet  from  rain  or  snow,  they  sleep 
in  the  wet  ^  clothes  on  board  bunks. 
As  they  become  too  ill  to  work  on  the 
half  rations,  they  are  thrown  aside  to 
die,  and  hundreds  more  are  brought  in 
from  the  large  reserve  in  camps. 

■  We,  the  American  people,  helped  to 
bring  this  about.  We  have  helped  to 
deny  food,  freedom,  and  religion  to 
millions  of  innocent  men,  women,  and 
children:  How  can  we  sleep  while  these 
people  suffer?  In  addition  to  the  slave 
laborers,  a  weekly  average  of  five 
thousand  machinists  and  skilled  labor¬ 
ers  are  being  kidnapped  in  Germany 
and  taken  to  Russia  to  get  ready  for 
Russia’s  taking  over  the  world.  While 
the  U.  S.  and  England  'foolishly  de¬ 
stroyed  the  plants  in  their  German 
zones,  Russia,  in  her  part  of  Germany, 
built  up  the-  plants  and  they  are  oper¬ 
ating  today  at  higher  capacity  ’  than 
during  the  war.  The  German  people 
we  foolishly  ■  helped  Russia  conquer, 
are  now  being  used  by  Communism  to 
help  grab  the  remaining  part  of  Europe 
and  then  destroy  America. 

We,  the  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
allowed  our  government  to  make  this 
possible.  The  Kangaroo  Court  at 
Nuermberg  has  tried  Germans  who 
were  guilty  of  doing  nothing  else  but 
allowing  their  rulers  to  do  as  they  did. 
Think  about  that  for  a  while. 

Near  the  end-  of  the  war,  leading 
Germans  told  -  their  people  that  soon 
the  American  people  would  learn  what 
fools  Russia  was  making  of  them  (the 
American  people)  The  Germans  did 
not  think  it  would  take  us  so  long  to 
wake  up!! 

Those  White  House  advisers  who 
were  directing  our  foreign  affairs  dur¬ 
ing  the  war  knew  perfectly  well  that 
the  U.  S.  was  being’  used  to  set  up 
Communism  in  the  world.'  F.D.R.,  a 
smart  politician,  but  a  bov  scout  com¬ 
pared  with  the  International  Red 


Crowd  which  surrounded  him,  wall, 
trapped  and  entangled  long  befor; 
Pearl  Harbor,  so  that  he  could  nqi 
back  up  but  was  forced  to  go  deepek 
and  deeper  —  as  a  tool  of  Stalin.  1 
His  awakening  to  what  he  had  dona 
to  his  people  placed  him  in  somewhat 
the  same  position  as  Woodrow  Wilson; 
was,  when,  on  His  tour  after  World. 
War  I,  at  Kansas  City,  he  admitted 
that  we  had  'been  tricked  into  the  war. . 

He  collapsed,  the  tour  was  cancelled,  ’ 
he  came  back  to  Washington  to  spend 
the  few  remaining  weeks  mentally  de-“ 
ranged.  .  --  *4 

So  we  may  now  see  for  what  pur¬ 
pose  the  U.  S.  Treasury  and  ten  mil¬ 
lion  of  our  boys  were  used.  But  the., 
war  v/as  not  enough.  The  Kremlin  in  ’ 
Moscow  is  efficient;  its  rulers  have,  a  ' 
complete  plan  for  the  taxpayers  of  the 
U.  S.  to  finance  the  setting  up  of  Red  = 
Fascism  over  the  world.  To  carry  out 
this  plan,  their  representatives  formed 
the  UNRRA,  apparently  to  feed  the-  ;, 
millions  over  the  world  which  we  had_i 
helped  to  make  homeless  and  hungry; 
but  in  reality  this  organization  was 
used  to  control  the  food  of  the  world  fj 
so  that  only  those  who  embraced  Com-  /J 
munism  might  eat.  And  only  a  Russia-^ 
Firster  could  dr  can  direct  UNRRA.

Karl'  Marx  was  a  neurotic,  suffering 
i  from  an-  intense  sense  of  inferiority. 
He  was  born  at  Treves,  Germany,  May 
5,  1818.  When  he  was  about  six  years 
old,  his  father,  Hirschel  Marx,  and  his 
,  family,  abandoned  the  Jewish,  faith 
.  and  became  Protestants.  Marx  was 
raised  a  Christian. 

He  suffered  physical  pain  most  of 
!  his  life.  _  At  times  he  was  literally  cov- 
!  ered  with-  boils  and  carbuncles  and 
’  seldom  was  free  from  digestive  disord¬ 
ers,  stomach,  liver  and  bowel  troubles. 
He  had  no  profession,  regular  occupa¬ 
tion  or  dependable  means  of  liveli¬ 
hood.  He  pretended  to  be  a  master  of 
i  the  methods  and  technique  of  Capital¬ 
ism,  yet  was  never  able  to  earn  his 
own  living.  Violent,  arrogant  and  quar¬ 
relsome,  he  posed  as  the  champion  of 
the  brotherhood  of  man,  yet  remained 
j  virtually  friendless  all  of  his  life, 
i  Marx’s  father  was  a  lawyer  and 
,  Marx  was  sent  to  the  University  of 
.  Bonn  to  study  law.  Here  he  became 
|  deeply  interested  in  the  philosophy  of 
•  the  German  philosopher  Hegel.  He  ' 
abandoned  the  study  of  law  and  devot¬ 
ed  himself  to  mastering  the  Hegelian 
system.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  1881  .but  was 
denied  a  position  at  the  university. 
He  turned  to  journalism  and  became 
the  editor  of  the  Rheinische  Zeitung 
and  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of 
Socialist  literature. 

Friedrich  Engels  was  born  in  Bar¬ 
men,  Germany,  on  November  28, 
1820.  Although  Marx  had  met  Engels 
when  he  was  editor  of  the  Rheinische 
Zeitung  their  association  did  not  really  1 
begin  until  September  of  1 844  Engels 
practically  supported  Marx  and  his 
family  from  that  time  until  Marx’s 
death,  March  14,  1883. 

Marx  was  expelled  from  France  in  , 
1845  and  went  to  Brussels,  from 
whence  he  was  subsequently  compelled 
to  flee.  He  found  a  refuge  in  England 
and  lived  there  until  his  death.

We  have  received  many  -requests  to 
explain  our  position  in  regard  to  the 
Columbians,  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  and 
other  similar  organizations.  Of  course 
it  goes  without  saying  that  THINK 
WEEKLY  is  opposed  to  any  subversive 
group  whose  intention  it  is  to  •under¬ 
mine  our  government.  But  we  believe 
the  following  illustration  will  make 
clear  on.ee  and  for  all  our  attitude 
toward  these  groups. 

Some  weeks  ago  we  heard  a  radio 
program  in  which  a  psychologist,  to 
test  the  reactions  of  a  group  of  people, 
asked  the  following  question: 

“If  these  things  happened  simultan¬ 
eously  in  your  house,  in  what- -order 
would  you  attend  to  them:  the  baby 
cries,  the  telephone  rings,  the  doorbell 
chimes,  and  a  fire  starts  in  the  kitchen”. 

Following  the  varied  answers  of  the 
people,  the  psychologist  gave  the  prop¬ 
er,  logical'  sequence  in  which  these 
matters  should  be  taken  care  of:  (L) 
put  out  the  fire.  (2)  answer  the  phone 
and  ask  the- person  to  wait  while  you 
(.3  answer  the  doorbell,  (4)  take ’caje 
of  the  baby.  It  is  obvious  -  why  we 
should  take  care  of  things  in  this  order, 
for  if  we  do  not  first  put  out  the  fire, 
there  will,  be  no  opportunity  to  do-.the 
other  things,  will  there? 

Identical,  we  wouiu  say,  is  the  Ca'se 
which  faces  our  American  people  to¬ 
day.  Several  things  are  dem-anding- 
. our  attention,  but  we  must- establish- a 
!  sense  of  values,  learn  to  do  first  things 
|  first.  The  fire  of  Communism,  which 
is  about  to  burn-  down  our  house,  must 
certainly  be  put  out  before  we  can 
afford  to  turn  our  attention  to  lesser 
things.  Just  as- the  person  on  the  phone 
or  at  the  door -might  bring  tidings.:  as 
,  important  and  urgent  as  the  fire  in.  the 
j  kitchen,  so  the  Columbians and  the 
!  revival  of  the  Klan  might ‘become -a 
I  serious  threat  to  our  country.  But  we 
l  cannot  wait  to  see  what  might  happen, 
we  cannot  hesitate  and  falter  at  -this 
decisive  moment,  for  if  we  do  not  over¬ 
come  the  fire  of  Communism  NOW, 
we  will  have  no  opportunity  to  deal 
’with  the  lesser  evils  when  and  if  they 
j  attain  proportions  which  call  for  coun-
